MONTHLY  EGG  PRODUCTION,  i.948-49  ! 

Egg  production  in  the  United  States  in  1949  was  4,698  million  dozens,  about 
2 percent  more  than  in  1948,  the  Bureau  of  Agricultural  Economics  announced  today* 
This-  increase  was  due  entirely  to  a higher  rate  of  egg  production  per  layer  since 
the  average  number  of  layers  on  hand  was  about  the  same  in  both  years.  Egg  pro- 
duction increased  in  all  areas  of  the  country  except  the  West  North  Central,  where 
it  was  about  1 percent  below  that  of  1948.  Increases  above  1948  were  7 percent  in 
the  West,  6 percent  in  the  South  Atlantic,  4 percent  in  the  North  Atlantic,  2 per- 
cent ip  the  East  North  Central  and  1 percent  in  the  South  Central  States. 

Although  the  farm  price  of  eggs  in  mid-January  1949  was  only  3 percent  below 
a year  earlier,  the  cost  of  the  farm  poultry  ration  was  down  29  percent,  resulting' 
in- a very  favorable  egg-feed  price  relationship.  This  favorable  relationship  con- 
tinued throughout  most  of  1949  under  a level  of  high  egg  prices  and  slightly  falling 
feed  prices,  reaching  its  peak  in  September.  However,  egg  prices  dropped  sharply

The  new  crop  of  early  pullet  $;froiti  a JL7-  percent  increase  in  the  number  of 
chickens  raised  began  to  enter  laying  flocks  in  August.  This  addition  of  young 
pullets  to  laying  flocks  increased  the  number  of  layers  above  a year  earlier  from 
1 percent  below  in  July  to  7 percent  above  in  December.  This  combination  of  in-  . 
creasing  numbers  of  layers  and  a record  rate  of  lay  resulted  in  a record  high  egg  ( y 
production  during  the  last  4 months  of  1949.  . 

On  January  1,  1950,  farmers  were  holding  408,099,000  layers,  7 percent  more 
than  a year  earlier.  These  layers  consisted  of  65  percent  pullets  and  35  percent 
hens  compared  with  62  percent  pullets,  and  38  percent  hens  a,  year  earlier.  Numbers, 
of  pullets  were' up  13  percent  from  January  1949,  while  hens  were  down.  2 percent.  , 

In  1949  the  rate  of  egg  production  per  layer  on  hand  during  the  year  was 
165  eggs,  a new  high,  compared  with  the  previous  high  of  162  eggs  in  1948.  Because 
of  heavy  feeding  and  favorable  weather,  the  rate  of  lay  reached  a record  high 
level  in  each  .of  the  first  3 and,  the  last  4 months  of  1949.  Increases  above  the. 
corresponding  months  in  1948  ranged  from  1 to  9 percent.  During' the  months  April  • 
to  August,  inclusive,  the  rates  were  only  slightly "under  the  record  high  fpr. these, 
months  in  1948.  ,
